Dr. Slt'li's Tribute to Or. l-lint. 

We pgfgi I.- ! i->this eloquent ami nfins|ggaa 
address immediately after its delivery, 
llaviug lattly had the pleasure of Iftadiftft 
It, we are impelled to quote from it the fol- 
lowing passage, beautiful in expression, in- 
stinct with affection and vividly faithful in 
its portraiture of the admirable man whose 
memory will be forever dear and sacred. 

"I have referred to the devotion whirh 
Professor Flint exhibited in all his life, for 
the prosperity and elevation of his j>r- >i".-s- 
sion, and from even these feeble glimpses 
of him, no one can be surprised at the 
amount of affection f *ii toward him by those 
who knew him. He was a scholar of the 
most refined culture, yet he never made 
any unseemly display of his learning. He 
w:ts a philanthropist in the largest sense of 
the term. When war hurled its ftoigj blaist 
over the land, he was one of four of us who 
started a Sanitary Commission in this re- 
gion, and he was one of the most stead v 
aud liberal friends to its objects. At th'<- 
last maetlng that he attended, the Tuesdav 
preceding l.is death, ho acted as Secretary, 
wrote the proceedings in the record book 
and signed his name without waiting for 
the next meeting, as though some prophetic 
monition Informed him that he was never 
again to meet us. The ooumi unity has lost 
in him one of its ablest physicians, and the 
State one of its most accomplished surgeons, 
..ne of its highest surgical authorities. His 
professional brethren have lost not onlv one 
of their ablest counsellors, but one of the 
liest of friends. What one or us that nevded 
his professional labors for himself or fam- 
ily, can ewr forget his assiduous attentions, 
his unswerving devotion, his thorough 
kindness and care. Often, as he sat bv me, 
did my UkCIMOty call up that lovely portrait 
of the patriarch of the New Kftgjiftnd pro 
fongton, which the genius of the greatest 
poet that has ever adorned our profganloa 
lias orawn in immortal verse. 

Jn all his ways, Professor Flint maintain- 
ed the even teiior of his way so delightfully 
and so cheerfully that he did not sL«em to us 
io be growing old. It never crossed my 
mind that time was dealing with him, or that 
the Iliirlit of years was carrying him toward 
t ie eternities. He stood before us constant- 
ly in the virtues that Oliver Wendell 
Holmes has limned in the finest touches of 
his art:

In all that was professional ho was al- 
most unrivalled, in the virtues that pro- 
Gsfttan the highest type ol manhood he was 
without a superior. All the ancient stores 
of surgical knowledge were a possession of 
his, as well an the modern. He was as fa- 
miliar with the works of Paulus Kgiueta, 
Celsius, IT! fta)r anil Ambrose Pare, as 
with those of Chelius, Pire, (iuthrie, Liston, 
l'ao,et or Yelpean. Ho had a rare ability 
I i a writer. A classic grace, a clear, beau- 
!iful diction, a Mowing, terse, and vigorous 
slvle, were manifested in all the labors of 
his pen. He was remarkably well acquaint- 
ed with the treasures of divine Ke\ elation, 
and obedient to their teaching. And as if 
he was determined that all the graces of hu- 
manity should crown him, lie was a thor- 
ough master of the science of music, and a 
devoted admit er of its varied aud charm- 
ing powers. In the lecture-room, in Medi- 
cal or Surgical consultations, in patient ef- 
forts to avoid Surgical operations, in the 
skilful performance of them, in their after- 
management, in the social circle, at the do- 
mestic hearth, anil in all philanthropic ef- 
forts, ho has left a e 0 i»l which cannot In- 
filled to us. 1 daily feel the sense ot be- 
reavement, as though it occurred but yes- 
terday. Sallust s< ys of C'ato, ase «MKM ri- 
deri boMMg malkltm: but the whole para- 
graph is so perfecily ib-.scriptive of some of 
the virtues of our colleague, that I give it 
from Itose's Tran>laiion: "Cato did not vie 
with the rich In riches, nor in faction with 
the factious, but taking a nobler aim, he 
contended in bnvcry with tho brave; iu 
modesty with the modest; in integrity with 
1 he upright; and was more desirous to be 
virtuous, than appear so; so that the less he 
courted fame, the more it followed him." 

Prof. Flint fell iu that most enviable of 
deaths, in full harness, and in its use. Ho 
had just returned from visiting patients, 
when the death-blow was given. He had 
felt for some time that an impending evil 
was about to fall, and thou",h he called a 
number of times to see me on the subject, 
he avoided the painful theme. 15ut a mul- 
titude of little incidents that occurred in 
tho presence of several of his colleagues, 
reveal to us that he knew that the time of 
his departure was at hand. On the night

We print to-day the Message oi <Jove 
Hr:unlette to the Legislature in response to 
thebr incorrigible blindness and folly on the. 
Amendment <mestion. We are glad to see 
the Governor stick resolutely to his ad- 
vanced position, and sorry he does not see 
how wholly without a constituency he must 
remain so long as be contents himself with 
that position, and refuse to take the logi- 
cal and imi>erative steps whieh follow, lie 
must be fully sensible of the fact that he is 
completely without a party. His position 
in this respect is unique amongst tiovern- 
ors. He is unquestionably a man of capa- 
bilities*. No man has clearer vision than 
he manifests at times. Xo man has stated 
the economical and political objections to 
sl > very more forcibly, eloquently, and loai- 
eally than he. And in nearly all his coni- 
munications ujKinthe subject he has frank- 
ly and manfully placed the blame for the 
destruction of slavery where it belongs, ou 
the heads of the infamous I inspirators 
against the nation's life. 

He is, however, often, perhaps usually, 
a little inconsistent on this point. It is an 
inconsistency, produced apparently by the 
half-coi;sc.ious influeueo of partisan im- 
pulse, aud the habit which hi»s bccoinewell 
nigh inveterate of abusing the Administra- 
tion. Under the influence of these he is 
greatly prone to speak of the overthrow of 
slavery as something for which the iJovern- 
menl is altogether responsible, aud for 
whieh Kentucky may exact a money con- 
sideration as tribute due for the loss she 
thus sustains at the hands of Government. 
There is no reconciling these two views as 
to the causes of the overthrow.

What a Young l.uglish Nobleman Thinks. 

Hon. E. Lb Stanley, who paid a visit to 
this country recently, aud who has written 
and spoken, since his return to England, 
bravo and hearty words of sympathy for 
the Union cause, making himself thereby 
somewhat conspicuous among his corrupt 
and treacherous fcilon Mtwtnnrala, has late- 
ly made a long speech at Manchester in 
behalf of the Freed men's Aid Society.

pate by making compensation; therefore, I 
most earnestly but respectfully dissent 
from the resolutions rejecting the proposed 
amendment." 

How he can reconcile it with the compre- 
hensive views of true statesmanship to de- 
mand compensation for the loss of an un- 
qualified political and pecuniary evil, or 
why he has opposed "the true policy and 
real interests of the State'' by advising a 
conditional ratification, he does not attempt 
to explain. It is well for his own political 
future that he has given some tardy evi- 
dence of returning reason, albeit too late 
for other effect than to preserve for himself 
a Utile reputation for political sagacity. 

The Senate pass--d a resolution instruct- 
ing the Kentucky representatives in Con- 
gress to vote for the soldiers' asylum. 
These instructions are of course utterly 
valueless, and of no possible force except to 
show the lepreseutatives what is the opin- 
ion of the legislature. It is well known that 
the senators and representatives in Cou- 
graM assembled are thenceforward repre- 
sentatives and legislators lor the whole 
country. Once elect*-d, it is beyond the 
power "of their constituents to control or re 
call them. And if the State should pass 
entirely out of existence, the\v are of right 
and by virtue of their election legislators 
for the nation during their terms. It 
would bfl infinitely more respectful if these 
instructions were couched in the form ot it 
request. 

The Senate also passed a bill for the or- 
ganization and discipline of the militia.

Chattanooga, March 2.— The Gazette has 
lengthy details of the capture of a rebel 
yawl and loin li en men at Chapman's land- 
ing, below Kingston, on the Tennessee river, 
by seven loyal Kask Tennesseeans. The 
yawl was tilled with torpedoes, iufernal 
machines and combustibles, to bo used in 
the destruction of government properly. 
The party were regularly uniformed and 
acting under orders of the rebel navy de- 
partment. The yawl was built at Rich- 
mond and brought to Bristol ol- the ears, 
placed on the Holston river, thence steered 
with inu tiled oars to the place of its capture. 
Their instructions were not to disturb any 
thing until they got below Kingston, when 
they were to destroy government trans- 
ports. They hoped also to destroy the 
warehouse's, rolling mills, saw mills, Ac, 
on the banks of the river. At this place the 
whole enterprise was in charge of a scien- 
tific officer. 

The rebels were chagrined at being out- 
wilted by half thtir number of citizens, af- 
ter having run the gauntlets of the soldiers 
at Kuoxville, Kingston, and other places 
on their route. 

About fifty guerrillas dashed into the 
town of Philadelphia, on the Kuoxville 
road, yesterday, burned the depot and rob- 
bed the families residing there. 

Governor liroun's Message. 

Washington, March 2. — The message ol 
Governor Brown, of Georgia, is published. 
He defends the State against newspaper 
attacks of allowing Sherman to march un- 
molested through the State, saying she was 
abandoned to her fate and neglected by the 
Confederate authorities. He recommends 
the establishment of a militia system, to be 
in no case turned over to the Confederate 
< im eminent. He recommends the impress- 
ment of nroTicloni bom persons who won't 
sell supplies to indigent families of soldiers. 
He recommends a law to punish robbtrx 
with death, and opposes the arming ol 
slaves. He complains of the usurpation of 
the Confederate Congress in levying dispro- 
portionate tax, and charges upon it many 
abuses. He charges all disasters upon the 
generalship of Jell. Davis, and says the gov- 
ernment is a military despotism, drifting 
into anarchy, and if persisted in must ter- 
minate in n construction with or without 
subjugation. Hta opposes conscription, and 
urges requisition on States for troops. He 
also urges taking from Davis his power a> 
•omman.ier-in-chief, aud calls for a con- 
vention to amend the Constitution.
